upon a table in his, brother's law oflice, in 
which Mr, Bell, Mr. Dean; Mr. Wallbridge, 
and three others Whose names he refused to 
disclose, had $10,000 allotted stock placed 
opposite their respective names. He thinks 
the Wallbridge mentioned in the memoran- 
dom meant himse}f, although the samo was 
not drawn up in Kis presence but in the pre- 
sence of Mr. A. H, Wallbridgo; and further, 
tbat he had no communication with Mr. Oam- 
eron either thon or at any other time upon 
the subject, and that it was a corrupt offer, 
intended to bribe him not to send tho afore- 
said letter to the Government in reference to 
the allenation of said Fuel Reserve, He does 
not know that either Mr, Bell or Mr, Dean 
knew anything about the allotted stock, or 
that any one else besides Mr, A, H. Wall- 
bridge knew anything of the corrupt propo- 
sition, Now even a school-boy ought to know 
tbat neither Mr. Bell nor Mr. Dean could be 
implicated in this corrupt transaction without 
being consenting parties to it; and how could 
thoy consent without even having knowledgé 
of the fage Mr. Cameron might as well have 
putdown any other person without his know- 
go or consent, but such an act on Mr. Oam- 
eron’s part could not make that party respon- 
sible. Such a proposition requires no argu- 
ment to support it, as it is manifest to the 
most ordinary understanding, But then wh 
should Mr, Dean aad Mr. Bell be mentioned, 
and the names of three others withheld?

The New York Commercial notices an 
instance in that city, which is but one of 
many of a similar character. .A man died 
in the city of New York, leaving his wifo 
and five young children an estate of one 
hundred thousand dollars in bonds and 
mortgages at six per cent. He supposed, 
no doubt, that he had left them comforta- 
bly off; that his children would be educat- 
ed in tho best schools, and that his wife 
would live in ease and comfort; fer he had 
secured them an income of six thousand dol- 
lars per annum, For two years past more 
than half of this income has been paid out 
for taxes, The city ond county tax has 
taken $2,990 of the $6,000, and upon the 
remainder an income tax has been paid to 
the government of $150.50, and thus out of 
an income of $6,000, they have received 
only $2,859.50, less than three per cent in- 
terest on the capital left them as an inheri- 
tance, 

In many places the taxes consume half 
the returns of rents. Something must of 
necessity be done to remedy this evil, or it 
will soon become insupportable to large num 
bers of people.— Boston Courier.

| ‘Tho most destructive fi'o that bas occurred rélative to the land 
in Town for a number of years, broke out ir 
Holden’a Drug Storo, about 94 o'clock on 
Saturday night last. [t appears that ono of 
the young men employed in tho store, accord 
ing to custom, went into the collar carrying a 
lantern, to seo that all was right. Ho found 
a leak in a barrel of Japan, and, having sot 
hia lautern down, proceeded to “up end” it to 
prevent the leak. Tho gas oozing from tho 
Japan camo in contact with the blazo of the 
lantern, and in a momont the whole floor, as 
well as the barrel, was in a shoet of flamo, and 
the young man, with hia clothes ablaze, es- 
caped from the collar in order to save his life. 
Mr. J. ©. Holden also rushed down to get at 
the water punchoon, but was obliged to make 
bis escape through a wide door in the collar, 
his escapo by tho stairs being entirely cut off. 
He was also sovercly buroed. The flames 
then spread with fearful rapidity, and in a fow 
moments it was casily seen that the building 
was doomed. Notwithstanding the black and 
blinding smoke, a fow of the neighbora im- 
mediately commenced the removal of the

Tho losses were variougly cetimatyd at from

On no occasion that wo remember, has the 
efficionoy of our Fire and Police organization 
been put to so severe a test, and we are com- 
pelled to add that they have been found de- 
plorably deficient. In regard to the Fire Oom- 
pany, it is composed of about forty men, ac- 
tive and willing to work, bat the apparatus 
with which thoy ane furnished isso warthloss, 
and the genorality of the people so apathetic, 
and unwilling to assist in working the engine, 
that their boat exertions are fearfully neutral- 
ized. The night of the fire the engine was 
on the bank of the rivor before the fire had 
got beyond the cellar, but the packing of the 
pumps belong dry and loose, it did not take 
suction for a few minutes. ‘The hose were 
run up to the cellar, and no soouer bad every 
thing been got ready, with about fifteen men 
on the brakes, and throwing water, than the 
hose burst, This had to be fixed, and some 
time was lost, and a8 soon as the men had 
left the engine for other duties, it was with 
diffloulty the engine could bo kept at work.

Sho is unable to dress herself, in 
fact is perfectly helpless, and he thinks the 
Matrons of our Jails, “and especially our 
worthless one,” have enough to do without 
taking care of idiots, The woman's nano is 
Meranda Meyers, aged about 34, and is from 
Sidney, hor parents being dead, and no ro- 
lations williog to take care ot her, The In- 
apector also suggested that proper ateps should 
be taken to have hor two boys, now confined 
in jail, sent to the Reformatory Prison,
